2. The subject-matter of present claim 1 is merely a solid fuel impregnated into a 
porous carrier. The ignition, combustion and vaporisation properties may not be 
employed to technically define the fuel (Article 6 and Rule 6.3(a) PCT), since they 
represent behavioural features. The said subject-matter is known from D1 (claim 
2), D2 (page 1, lines 16-20), D3 (Abstract), D4 (Claim 1), D5 (claims and Fig. 1), 
D6 (in entirety), D7 (claim) and D8 (in entirety). 

3. The subject-matter common to independent claims 1 and 23 is the fuel recited in 
present claim 1. Since this common subject-matter is known - see paragraph 2, 
above), there exists no unifying concept between the fuel of claim 1 and the stove 
of claim 13.

The combustible fuel source 
of the invention includes a body 
comprising a porous carrier and a 
solid fuel. When combustion is es- 
tablished the fuel is vaporized and 
combusted on one or more sur- 
faces of the body. In the inter- 
nal part of the body the solid fuel 
vaporized and the vaporized fuel 
moves through the porous carrier 
to one or more surfaces of the body 
wherein it is combusted. A por- 
tion of the heat resulting from this 
combustion maintains the vapor- 
ization of the solid fuel for contin- 
ued combustion.
